and did not know. the sartorial delights 
of the Occident, Young China has been 
tried and found wanting. This is soon 
its own admission.. Who: are the men 
called upon to help the country jn the 
present, time of “deadlock. and trouble? 
Not: the smart glib-tongued members. of 
Parliament, whose political sagacity and 
high-souled patriotism have been so often 
proclaimed ‘from’ the. housetop, or, to. be 
more preciso, ‘in their own. party. organs. 
No, the “young China ”’-of the moment 
is.composed of the septuagenarian Hsu 
Shih-chang and Wa Ting Fang, whose 
combined ages ‘ate not far short: of 150 
years. Another "young ’’. man’ of 
seventy is mentioned for the Ministry of 
Communications when the present: in- 
cumbent vacates it either by retirement 
of dismissal. The Preinier himself ‘has 
veathed the allotted span, and his chief 
officers arc men almost as “youthful” as 
himself.

they stil appear i large, and very often 
quite. sufficient, numbers, . : 
The peuple in general, and the women 
in particular, talk even more freely than 
they write, For the purpose. of picking 
up submaring information, “I visited 
Hamburg, Bremen, Liheck, Stéttin, and 
Danzig, which last. was not very useful. 
Homburg, Libeck, and Bremen, -. plus 
Berl‘n, and an occasional railway and 
steamer companion, yielded sufficient to | 
enable me to give a broad outline sketch . 
_ of the system of building German. sub- | 
. Marines, the’ training of submarine mer: | 
eantile marine, and the objects of the 
<various submarine polteien, of which 
there are several. Some. of these pro- 
jects seem nut. to be understood here, 
“The Gérmian submarines’ are standard- 
ized, as, I. -preasume, are yours. . The 
draughts and blue prints of the most im- 
portant machinery fire multiplied and 
sont, if necessary, to 20 different fac- 
tories, while all the ‘minor stampings are 
produced at one or other main factory. 
The ‘ assembling” ‘of the submarines, 
therefore, is not difficult, During the 
war submaring parts have been assembled 
at -Tricste, Zeebruged, Kiet, Bremer: 
haven, Stettin, and frit a dozen other 
places unnecessary to relate. 
The improvement, enlargement, and 
simplification of the submarine hag pro- 
greseed with great rapidity, 


TRAINING SUBMARINE CREWS, 
When 1 was.in England after my last 
visit, to Germany I met a ‘number of 
seafolk who pdoh-poohed extensive futuro” 
submarining, by saying. that, no. matter 
how many submarines the Germans might 
be able to produce, the training of sub-" 
marino officers. and crew was such a 
difficult: task that the. *‘ submarine 
menace,’ as it was then called in Eng- 
land, need not be taken too seriously. 
_ The difficulty ia not so great, German 
submarine officers and men are trained 
_by the s'mple process of double or treble 
banking of tho arews of ‘submarines on 
“more or less active service, I think that 
if I were to talk with your naval autho- 
rities 1 should find that-in. several sub- 
marines: you have captured exceptionally 
large crews. These double or treble erowa, 
who rarely go far away from German 


waters, and ate mostly trained in the; 


safe ‘Baltic, are composed of young but 
experienced seamen, 

From that which I heard directly from 
the members of a fumily who ‘havo .a 
distinguished submarine officor of their 
number, the whole of the art or science of 
submartining ia not so difficult as people 
think: it’is;—Submarine_crows are there- 
fore multiplidd probably a great deal 
faster than war destroys them. 

. The education of submarine officers and 
crow begins in thorough German fashion 
on land or in docks,.in dummy. or. dis- 
used submarines accompanicd by much 
lecture work and drill. Submarine lifo 
is, not so uncomfortable. as we think, 
With the exception of the deprivation of 
his. beer, which ‘is not alowed in sub- 
 matines, or, indeed, any form of alcohol, 
except a small quantity of brandy, which 
is Kept under the captain’s lock and 
key, Haris in hig submarine is quite as 
comfortable as ‘Johann in his destroyer. 
He doés no} get much opportunity , of 
bathing, which does not trouble h'm much, 
though during the last few years tho 
Army and Navy have. paid more. atten- 
tion to personal. cleanliness “thon 
formerly. ‘i 

I know the kind of extra comforts that
